World Championship Ice Race 
Russians 1-2 in Holland

EINDHOVEN, HOLLAND, MAR. 5-6 


Russia’s Sergei Kasakov successfully defended 
his World Championship title by beating 
teammate Anatoly Bondarenko in a run-off, 
which was caused by the two Soviets tying 


after the two-day 40-race pro- 
gram with 28 points each. 
Bondarenko, a two-time former 
World Champion, came back 
from behind in their head-to-head 
battle in the 18th heat on Sunday to 
beat Kasakov and force the run-off on 
the ice oval at Eindhoven. But on the 
second lap of the four lap run-off 
Bondarenko’s rear wheel slid out and, 
although he saved it, Kasakov’s title 
was secure. + 

Third place was also decided by a 
run-off and it, too, was also a bit anti- 
climactic as Soviet Alexander Smys- 
laiev developed momentary engine 
trouble which slowed him just enough 
to let 19-year-old Swede Erik Stenlund 
race to the podium in third place and 
the only non-Soviet in the top six 
places. 

In a sport so entirely dominated by 
one nationality, it’s not a question of 
who will win, but which Russian. 
Having won the last eight World 
Championship titles, and this year’s 
team title in Berlin recently, picking 
the winner involved choosing which 
of the six Soviet riders entered you 





liked best. 

Smyslaiev and Vladimir Suchov 
started Saturday night’s program by 
taking the hammer.and sickle to the 
top two spots in the first of the 20 
heats. 

But in the second heat, Stenlund 
showed no respect for World Cham- 
pion Kasakov, beating him in a close 
race and denying him a perfect night 
of five wins. 

Anatoly Gladychev and Bonda- 
renko continued the East bloc domi- 
nation by taking the next two heats. 

Kasakov and Gladychev easily took 
their next two heats, but Stenlund 
ran into problems and finished fourth 
in his next outing. In a practice crash 
on Friday, he'd been spiked on the 
upper arm by another bike and 
required 30 stitches. Although he 
claimed that it didn’t affect him, his 
concentration certainly appeared to 
be down. 

The program was dragging on and 
slowed further by the first crash of the 
night when Sweden's Per-Olof Sereni- 
us, the Swedish champion, went into 
the haybales as Smyslaiev sped to his 
second win of the night. 





“In Sweden the fans wouldn’t put 
up with this, a member of the Swed- 
ish team said. “Up there, it’s much 
colder than here and the people won't 
sit still in the cold for several hours.” 

Stenlund got back on track with a 
win in heat 1] and Bondarenko fin- 
ished out the third set of heats with a 
win tying him with teammates Smys- 
laiev and Kasakov with eight points 
each. 

The Netherlands’ Roelof Thijs 
brought home the home colors in 
first with a popular win for the 
22,000 fans in the 15th heat, sand- 
wiched between Kasakov’s and Bon- 
darenko’s victories. 

Stenlund elevated himself into 
fourth in the night’s standings witha 
win in his final race, heat 17. Smys- 
laiev took the next heat and Kasakov 
beat Bondarenko in 19. Also in the 
19th heat, Serenius hooked his clutch 
lever on the ice coming out of the 
fourth turn and effectively took him- 
self out of the competition. The night 
ended with Kasakov leading Bonda- 
renko 14 to 13 with Smyslaiev one 
ahead of Stenlund 12 to 11. 

Sunday afternoon was typically 
Dutch gray with the mercury hovering 
in the low 40's and the track appearing 
to be in good shape after the previous 
night’s racing. 

“The trick to making the track per- 
fect for racing is to freeze the ice all 
the way to the top. Freeze all six 
inches. Then, about three or four 
hours. before the race, shut off the 
cooling system and let it melt justa 


best traction,” a veteran racewatcher 
said. 

The 400-meter track was perfect for 
the first heat; Gladychev’s win would 
turn out to be the fastest at 1:01.09 
secs, but it started breaking up and 
the final heat was over three seconds 
slower. 

The crowd didn’t have to wait long 
for the first mishap to occur on Sun- 
day afternoon. Czech Stanislav Dyk 
scattered haybales and photog- 
raphers when he slammed into the 
fourth turn in the second heat. He 
wouldn't restart, but if he had he 
couldn't have touched Smyslaiev. 
Bondarenko won the third heat and 
Kasakov beat Stenlund in their only 
head-to-head meeting of the day in 
the fourth. 

It wasn’t until the seventh heat that 
a non-Soviet won and it took Sten: 
lund to do it. Kasakov came back 
quickly to take the eighth. 

Kasakov, of Vladivostok, and Bon- 
darenko, from Togliatigrad, both kept 
perfect nights alive through the next 
set of heats, but Stenlund picked upa 
point in Smyslaiev with a win to the 
Russian’s second. It had become a 
four-man race with Kasakov leading 
Tara Bondarenko 23 to 22 and Smys- 
laiev one better than Stenlund 20 to 19. 

Kasakov’s chances were almost 
ruined in the 15th heat by a mechani- 
cal problem on the starting line. A 
Soviet mechanic rolled out a fresh 
machine and Kasakov wenton to win. 

“I had a small ignition failure at 
the start of the heat,” he said.

same mistake in the fourth turn and 
scattered the same set of haybales. 
This time he didn’t re-mount, how- 
ever. The 35-year-old Czech was taken 
to the hospital with a broken knee- 
cap. Kasakov easily won the heat and 
stayed perfect. 

Kasakov’s style would later incite 
the rules committee to consider a rule 
change. He was taking the corners so 
tightly that he would drag his knee 
on the inside ledge of the ice and, at 
one point, even rode there. The corners 
are marked with six inches of blue 
dye and it is permitted to ride on the, 
dye, but many riders, Bondarenko 
included, advocated a rule that would 
move the blue line out and not allow 
riders inside of it. 

“Kasakov was within the rules by 
riding on the blue line,” a Swedish 
official said. “To ride inside of it he 
would have been on the concrete.” 

Stenlund was finished for the night 
after winning the 17th heat. He knew 
that, at worst, he had a tie for third 
with Smyslaiev and when the Rus- 
sian won the 19th heat the run-off 
was on. 

But it was the 18th heat that pro- 
vided all of the fireworks and drama 
that the crowd came for. The 29-year- 
old World Champion against the 33- 
year-old former World Champion.

Rhoten, Spencer cop Grand National 
laurels at Whitney

WHITNEY, TX, MAR. 12-13 


One thousand, one hundred and twenty-three 
riders from 21 states converged on Lake 
Whitney Cycle Ranch this weekend to con- 
test the Grant National Championship Inter- 


national Motocross Final for 
1983. 

The record number of entries 
made it the largest outdoor event 
in Texas motocross history and one 
of the largest of its type in the United 
States as well. The pastoral setting on 

the banks of the beautiful Brazos 
River was transformed into a com- 
munity of motorhomes of every pos- 
sible make and description. Thou- 
sands of spectators lined the track 
fences, providing the ideal backdrop 
for the talent and determination on 
display. 

Promoter Jerry Surber and his staff, 
faced with the monumental task of 
ministering to the needs of this as- 
sembled throng, carried it off with 
effortless finesse. First aid and more 
serious injury support was provided 
by Daniel Emergency Medical Ser- 
vice of Addison, the state’s largest 
privately-owned ambulance service. 
Evidence of their professionalism was 
demonstrated in the second moto of 
the 125cc Stock class. Lloyd Clayton 
was carving his way through the 
pack after a poor start when his pro- 
gress was tragically halted on the 
fifth lap. A momentary miscalcula- 
tion at the top of the infamous “‘Ban- 
zai Hill” left young Clayton with 
multiple fractures of the left leg. 
After the personnel at Whitney Hos- 
pital determined the severity of his 
injury, the courageous Kawasaki pilot 
was taken aboard a Daniel airplane 
and flown to Houston. Only three 
and one half hours after he was taken 
from the track, Clayton was in the 
care of his personal orthopedic sur- 
geon in Houston, some 300 miles dis- 
tant. A tribute to the Daniel EMS 
staff and to promoter Surber as well. 

With over 1100 riders signed in and 
only 700 spots’on the grid for the 
main, qualifiers and consolation races 
were necessary Saturday before the 
first series of motos could be run. 





All went smoothly, however, and 
with the exception of a few bruised 
egos, no serious injuries were sus- 
tained. 

No sooner had the last rider exited 
the track on Saturday than the ardu- 
ous task of preparing the course for 
the next day’s onslaught was begun. 
When the sun came up over Coon 
Creek, all was in readiness. 

No rider at the track Sunday morn- 
ing had more reason to be optimistic 
than Glenn North of Whitehouse, 
Texas. Having led every qualifying 
lap of the 125 and 250cc Novice 
classes, North was in high spirits. A 
brisk practice session with two strong 
Kawasakis at his disposal had North 
realistically considering the possibil- 
ity of taking two of the seven-foot 
trophies back to an admiring throng 
of homefolks. 

True to form, North was out front 
and breezing, only two laps from his 
first tall tribute, when he crashed. 
Too much throttle? Overconfidence? 
A momentary loss of concentration? 
Whatever the answer, it is one Glenn 
North will not soon erase from his 
memory. Ty Carter, who went on to 
win the 125cc Novice class, was 
stunned. “I was third when North 
went out and it really pumped me up. 
I got on the gas and just blew by 
number 53 (Billy Boi Richard of New 
Iberia, La.) like I was ina dream. I’m 
sorry for Glenn but this is a real 
thrill,” Carter explained after the race. 

For North the day was over. Unable 
to ride in the 250cc Novice affray, 
North sadly loaded his gear and pre- 
pared for the long ride home. Dallett 
Maddux took the big iron back to 
Mooreland, Okla. with a narrow vic- 
tory over Kent Spencer in this class, 
with consistent Ty Carter third. Ten- 
nessee rider Terry Brasher was the 
hard luck participant in this‘class as 
his second place finish from the pre- 
vious day was added to a 16th spot 
scoring to give him 13th overall. 


What can you say about “Whis- 
perin’”’ Smith, the pride of Midwest 
City, Okla.? One thing that can be 
said in his behalf is that he won the 
100cc class and garnered a solid third 
in a tough 125cc Intermediate out- 
ing. Monty Blank took second over 
Lexa, Ark., pilot Ray Dawson in the 
century class and Doug Harrington 
topped Kurt Henricksen of El Toro, 
Calif. in the 125cc Intermediates. 

The rider traveling the longest dis- 
tance to participate in the weekend's 
activities, Larry Ward of Redmond, 
Wash., did manage to win a Texas- 
sized souvenir for his efforts as he 
combined an opening day third with 
a Sunday-hard-luck 14th to achieve 
10th overall in the Minibike Seniors. 
Billy Whitley, Scott Brown, and Kit 
Vick were first, second, and third in 
this class which saw Kawasakis in 12 
of the first 15 placings. 

Junior Jackson of East Moline, Ill., 
was a happy lad at the end of his two 
day ordeal as he probably needed to 
rent a U-Haul trailer just to carry his 
trophies back to the land of Lincoln. 
Jackson collected a second in the 
Minibike Juniors, a second in Mini 
Mini Seniors, and a fourth in Mini 
Stock (7-11), for the top hardware 
haul of the day. No other amateur 
was able to place in the top five in 
three divisions as Jackson did. 

Another notable finisher among 
the amateurs was Texan Colin Ed- 
wards, who swept to wins in both the 
Teeny Mini affair and Mini Mini 
Junior as well. Chad Hubbard fin- 
ished behind Edwards in the tiny 
bores. and the amazin’ “Crispy” Vree- 
land took runner-up in the Mini 
Mini Junior shakeout. Shay “Mean 
Man” Manney, after a daylong bout 
with adversity, managed to make a 
placing for himself by racing to 10th 
in the Teeny Mini class. 

Another competitor who made his 
presence felt was Lufkin, Texas, ace 
Billy Whitley who managed impres- 
sive wins in both the Minibike Seniors 
and the Mini Stock class for partici- 
pants 12 to 15 years of age. William 
Surratt, a Valencia, Calif., charger 
gave Whitley all he could handle for 
five laps in the Stockers, but Whitley 
finally arranged to have his way and 
Surratt settled for second in style by 
treating the fans to one of the more 
unique wheelies of the day at the end 
of his ride. 

The amateurs provided the cake, 


but the Pros furnished the icing. 
Closely contested conflagrances and 
fiercely fought flare-ups were the 
order of the day in the money races. 
Danny Storbeck, after months of lay- 
ing waste to the Novice and Interme- 
diate classes received his official wel- 
come to the ranks of the Experts and 
did nothing to dispel the belief that 
many hold concerning his future in 
professional motocross by taking a 
creditable seventh overall in the 125cc 
Expert confrontation. 

After being shunted into oblivion 
on lap one of the first moto, Storbeck 
languished in 20th position 
while he collected his wits. Only in 
the final two circuits was the Yamaha 
representative able to regain his com- 
posure and move into a 12th placing 
at the flag. 

Sunday found Storbeck somewhat 
more successful at avoiding the debris 
in turn one as he locked into second 
place behind the Yamaha of Bryan 
Abernathy. Much to the dismay of 
those assembled, not only was Stor- 
beck unable to close the gap imme- 
diately, but by the sixth lap Aber- 
nathy was actually beginning to pull 
away from him. But alas! With only 
two loops remaining, and overall vic- 
tory almost certain, Abernathy made 
one of the more prominent mistakes 
of his fledgling career and it was all 
over. Storbeck went on to finish first. > 
When all the pyrotechnics had sub- 
sided, however, steady performances 
by Tim Butler and Tim Aston allowed 
these two stellar Pros to divvy up the 
dough and return home as the real 
victors. 

Roger Brown, after months of suc- 
cess in his latest return to racing, 
finally witnessed the agony of defeat 
as he was unceremoniously riven to 
the turf at the start of the second moto 
of the 250cc Expert class. With a 
fourth place finish on Saturday, 
Brown contemplated the second tour 
of the Whitney loam with some opti- 
mism. “I havea harder time with this 
type of gate. It’s just something I 
have to work on. It’s better to get a 
poor jump than to get your front 
wheel hung up. And if you get knock- 
ed down with 35 riders, you might as 
well forget it,” Brown said just prior 
to the start of the second heat. 

Well, knocked down was what 
Brown got. Knocked down and 
stepped on. Stepped on so badly that 
he was finished for the day. But while

Fresh mean 
for Team Green

Despite offering competent motocrossers and 
critically acclaimed enduro machines for the 
last few years, Kawasaki motocross model 
tests inevitably begin with something like, 


“The KX250 is a nicer bike this 
year, but...” Kawasaki has been 
earnest about erasing that 
“but.” After scratching their 
corporate heads, Kawasaki realized 
that, with the exception of a total 
engine redesign that would allow a 
footpeg placement other than the one 
that put the blackest ink in the “but’’ 
last year, they could remedy most of 
the problems. We wonder, did they 
do this year’s redesign, take a close 
look at what they had created and 
sigh when they realized they had 
erased part of the “but,” then black- 
ened it in darker? 

Kawasaki's new Prestone-pumping 
250 is a great bike, but — there it is 
again — not for everyone. We qualify 
our statement this year because the 
250 is a very serious motocross weap- 
on, not because of weakness as in the 
past. Our complaints, in fact, are 
limited to the footpeg placement and 
a grabby clutch. Also, as delivered, 





the KX is not set up in an easily- 
rideable condition. 

Last year the KX had razor-sharp 
steering; this year it steers quicker. A 
beautifully plush rear suspension re- 
places last year’s harsh one, and an 
adjustable front fork, once dialed, 
complements it. To go with its state- 
of-the-art suspension, the KX frame 
cradles the most powerful 250cc moto- 
cross motor available across a dealer’s 
floor. A giant economy-size burst of 
mid-range and a nice top-end rush 
lets the KX generate the most horse- 
power a stock 250cc motocrosser has 
ever twisted through a countershaft. 

The combination of these traits 
equals good if you are; if you are out 
of shape, you might as well leave the 
KX in your garage on race day. A 
Novice can ride and win on the 
Kawasaki, but not a flabby Novice. 
This bike rewards aggression and 
precision. If you have those traits, 
— this bike will win for you. 


What’s she got? 








Stock, the rear end sticks way up 
in the air. The KX can be a handful 
in sand. Front disc works OK.

Nobody will ever set their KX some- 
where and not be able to find it. A 
heavy gauge green plastic shrouds 
much of the bike in a way that most 
people found attractive, or at least 
striking. If there were complaints, 
they were centered around the rear 
fender/number plate combo. We 
found the KX very attractive. The 
plastic is well-made and durable; it 
also cleans up easily and ages grace- 
fully, as the whole bike has. 

Under the plastic is a new single 
down-tube frame with the steering 
head pulled in to 28.5 degrees. The 
rear subframe is constructed to suit 
the new single-strut Uni-Trak link- 
age and shock. The linkage attaches 
to a nicely welded, gold-anodized 
swingarm that matches the gold of 
the rims and shock strut. Green and 
gold come across as classy on the KX. 

Disc brakes have only been on 
Kawasaki motocross machines for a 
year, but the front disc looks normal, 
and surprisingly, it works well — 
only well. The lever pulls all the way 
to the rider's fingers without locking 
the wheel. Lever travel seems directly 
proportional to stopping power, 
which is nice, yet drum brakes that 
don’t have the disc’s control actually 
stop faster. We bent the lever away 
from the bars to allow us to use all the 
power available and still keep a cou- 











ple of fingers on the grip. The rear’ 
brake is much like last year’s KX, but 
has a better sprocket-mounting sys- 
tem to prevent the loosening prob- 
lems of last year. We received our bike 
broken in and never tightened a spoke; 
in fact, the only maintenance required 
was the normal lube changes and air 
filter cleaning, which was accomp- 
lished easily through a standard-fare, 
side-entrance airbox. We also changed 
one spark plug. 

A soft, comfortable seat cushions 
the rider and good grips and levers 
wait within easy reach. Only the 
gearshift lever required any search- 
ing for, and then only until we were 
accustomed to its tucked-in position. 
Dual radiators carry the engine cool- 
ant below and in front of the fuel 
tank, ala Honda, making necessary a 
vented front number plate that is vir- 
tually worthless to affix ordinary 
sticky vinyl numbers to. 

That number plate rests on a 44mm- 
tubed, oil-damped Kayaba telescopic 
fork. Front suspension travel is 11.81 
inches and is adjustable for compres- 
sion damping and air pressure. We 
used no air. Rear suspension travel is 
12.01 inches with preload and rebound 
damping adjustable on the Kayaba 
shock. Optional springs are also avail- 
able. As delivered, the suspension is 
not balanced front to rear, but we 
were able to adjust it to near-perfection 
for our riders for the price of a fork oil 
change. 

Other niceties included good stock 
tires by Dunlop and an aluminum 
silencer that is rebuildable. Oh yeah, 
the stickers stayed on the fuel tank for 
quite a while. The carburetor jetting 
was perfect as delivered. 


What'’ll she do, mister? 

When the KX was unloaded for our 
curious perusual, it sat like a giant 
green bug with its tail in the air and 
the front end relatively low. Initial 
riding impressions showed rocket 
power, cronic front-end dive into 
corners and a rear suspension that 
kicked on square-edged holes. For- 
tunately, the KX began to open its eyes 
in the California desert, and 80 miles 
of gnarly whoops later, the rear end 
felt great. 

Out of the desert and into the gar- 
age we went with the KX. We lowered 
the fork tubes in the triple clamps 
until the fork caps were inside the 
clamps. After draining the stock oil, 
10 weight oil went back in the tubes 
with the level raised to six inches 
from the top. That may be too much 
for many people as our primary tester 
weighs around 200 pounds with rid- 
ing gear, however, lighter riders had 
no complaints after the changes. With 
those changes and a little coopera- 
tion from the weather that had forced 
us into the desert in the first place, we 
headed for the track. With the fork 
legs slid down, a healthy swing is 
required to get a leg over the bike. 
First gear is engaged easily, but the 
bike shrieks and howls as the rider 
tries to move away from a stop. The 
clutch resembles a shift lever more 
than a clutch. In or out are the only 
options. For motocross starts or fast 
riding the clutch is fine, but no en- 
duros please. In its defense, we made 
about 20 runs in a row up an enor- 
mous sand hill. Brutalizing the clutch 
was a necessity it endured without 
whimper, ditto the engine. Other 
250s and a fast 125cc we had along 
didn’t even come close to topping the 
hill, but the KX went over four times. 

At the track, we dropped the clutch 
and churned away for, hopefully, a 
new riding impression. Acceleration 
on any surface is impressive — scary 
under some maximum traction situa- 
tions. Body position is critical as the 
new single-strut Uni-Track is ex- 
tremely effective at getting the bursts 
to the ground. 








The traction requires an attentive 
rider. Difficulty in making the transi- 
tion from sitting to standing is the 
liability. The seated position is good 
and so is the standing position, but, 
especially for taller riders, the transi- 
tion is clumsy. Accelerating over 
jumps or whoops requires the rider 
tobe standing, but corner exits happen 
quickly, making it difficult for non- 
Pro riders to cope. We also found that 
while the suspension was plush under 
power, it sometimes was uncertain in 
off-throttle situations. Our Novice- 
level rider, even though he knew the 
KX would do exactly as it was sup- 
posed to if he gassed it, found situa- 
tions where he was hesitant to do 
what was necessary. Our Intermediate- 
level rider felt that he could become 
accustomed to the bike and win on it. 
He owns both a Honda and Suzuki 
250. A top-level Pro immediately felt 
at home and began turning competi- 
tive lap times within a few laps. He 
had praise for the suspension, hand- 
ling and especially the engine. He 
did notice that the rear end hopped a 
little under hard stutter-bump brak- 
ing. In general, riders with Kawasaki 
experience, even if it was on 125s, 
adapted more quickly and liked the 
bike more. Despite its demands, no- 
body fell off the KX for the duration 
of the impression. 

While we were not able to practice 
starts with all four Japanese 250s at 
once, we did drag race all of them

during the test. The KX was the fast- 
est by differing margins. 

Sand is the one surface that shakes 
the Kawasaki’s aplomb. A heavy 
throttle and clutch hand are neces- 
sary to make the KX behave in the 
soft stuff. The engine is at home, but 
front-end washout had to be watched. 
Large sandy whoops require effort 
from the rider because the bike has a 
short feeling and the tire is still hook- 
ing up in the valleys of each whoop. 

After our initial suspension set-up, 
we took two turns of compression 
damping out of the front fork and 
upped the rebound on the shock to 
the number three setting. 

What we have here is a 249cc moto- 
crosser that requires more throttle 
control than a powerful Open class 
bike. It steers well, turns well, jumps 
easily and lands lightly, however, it 
requires your best to do its best and it 
goes like the proverbial bat out of 
Hades. Face the reality of what it 
requires. Do you have what it asks? If 
you do, you will love it. If you don’t, 
look elsewhere for something slower 
that will let you go faster. ‘To quote 
one test rider, “As soon as I get in 
shape, I’m buying one.“ e

World Championship Observed 
Trials Series: Round 3 


Lejeune wins in 
England, Lampkin 


retires

BAINBRIDGE, YORKSHIRE, ENGLAND, MAR. 6 

After struggling to a disappointing fourth 
in the opening round of the series in Spain, 
but then bouncing back with a win a week 
later in his native Belgium, defending cham- 


pion Eddy Lejeune was faced 
with overcoming the worst 
Britain could offer when the 
third round took place at Bain- 
bridge in north Yorkshire. 

Lejeune had never won a trial on 
the British mainland, but he made 
the breakthrough on the first Sunday 
of March when he won the toughest 
ever British round. 

Staged over a super-difficult, two- 
lap, 28-section, 15-kilometer course, 
the trial almost defeated the riders. It 
was very slippery and very rocky, 
which together with a lot of mud 
climbs and banks cost Honda’s 
Lejeune a massive 98 marks lost. 

Prior to the event it was thought 
last year’s winner Bernie Schreiber 
would be one of his closest chal- 
lengers, but Bernie never really seemed 
happy with the terrain and finished 
third, leaving Gilles Burgat the job of 





challenging Lejeune. 

In fourth place came Frenchman 
Thierry Michaud, Schreiber’s team- 
mate on another Jumbo SWM, while 
fifth placed rider was Toni Gorgot 
from Spain, the leader of the World 
Championship at the start. 

Not since Mick Andrews won in 
Devon in 1980 has a British rider won 
a World Championship trial, and all 
Britain’s hopes for a win were with 
either John Lampkin or his expe- 
rienced uncle, Martin Lampkin. John 
already this year has proved he is one 
of the ten best trials riders in the 
world with some super rides. He fin- 
ished sixth in his home round but 
after a lap. held third and gave the 
huge crowds something to cheer and 
think about. 

Martin was plain unlucky. He had 
said beforehand that this trial was to 
be his last World Championship event 
and he would have loved to go out

with a top ten placing. But it was not 
to be, for his great rival Yrjo Vester- 
inen — still the most successful rider 
ever in the World Championship — 
beat him in the first championship 
event of the year. And the difference 
couldn’t have been narrower. Both 
Lampkin and Vesterinen lost 142 
marks, both had eleven section cleans, 
but Vesty had eleven dabs, while 
Lampkin had eight. Those three prods 
were enough to cost Martin a cham- 
pionship point. 

In seventh place was Charles Cou- 
tard who seemed to have got his new 
JCM’s rear suspension sorted out, 
while eighth was the new sensation 
Phillipe Berlatier. Ninth was Pedro 
Olle on the diminutive Beta. 

Just as he always does, Lejeune 
started slowly while most of his rivals 
had some good rides early on. The 
first lap of such trials always takes a 
long time. The riders try to psych 
each other out and it took most of 
them more than five hours to com- 
plete the opening lap on the York- 
shire moors. Such tactics don’t agree 
with Lejeune. He likes to keep on the 
move and to keep warm, and when he 
does he always rides better. 

At the end of the first lap Gilles 
Burgat had the lead with the only 
score below fifty. He had lost 46 
while Lejeune was next with 53, 
while just two marks behind was 
John Lampkin. It looked as if the 
British fans might yet have some- 
thing to cheer about. 

Never the most excitable nation in 
the world, the enthusiasts gave Mar- 
tin Lampkin a cheer to remember, 
while he gave them a ride to remember. 

The hazard was a steep drop into a 
slippery rock stream before an ultra 
steep earth climb to a field and the 
séction ends. There had been a few 











cleans, but they were few and far 
between. To utter silence Martin 
dropped down the bank on his Mon- 
tesa, made a superb pivot turn at the 
bottom, and in typical Lampkin style, 
with knees gripping the tank, Mart 
urged the Montesa to the climb which 
he cleared with ease. The roar of 
applause could be heard miles away. 
Both rider and fans had given each 
other a day to remember. 

Lejeune rushed around on his 
second lap and did what he so often 
does, that is set up the best lap of the 
trial. It was enough to give hima five 
mark win over Burgat, and to take the 
lead in the World Championship 
after three rounds by 38 points to 
Bernie Schreiber’s 33. e

Title to Shobert

Bubba Shobert, with a wire-to-wire win in 
the seventh and final round of the Daytona 
Dirt Track Series, went away $6,000 richer, in 
addition to purse money, than when he 


came to Memorial Stadium. 
Shobert, riding a Kawasaki, 
was second in series points 
coming into the event. His win, 
combined with a fourth by series 
leader Ted Boody, gave Texan Shobert 
the title by a three point margin — 87 
to 84. Shobert took $5,000 in series 
money and an additional $1,000 in 
Kawasaki bonus bucks for his win. 
“One heckuva payday,” was the way 
Shobert described his night's work. 
Dan Ingram, a second year Expert 
riding a Honda, took second in a 
strong ride, holding off repeated chal- 
lengeés*by Fonda tider Terry Poovey. 


The initial three series rounds at 
Memorial Stadium had fallen to 
Poovey. 

“Woody Kyle freshened up the 
motor which he built about two years 
ago for me with a new crank and a 
new head,” said Poovey. “If this had 
been a National, I would have altered 
my riding style a bit and really put 
the pressure on Ingram. As it was, I 
couldn’t move up in the standings by 
banging Ingram out of second so I 
took an easy third.” Poovey, riding 
only four of the seven series rounds, 
took third in the final standings. 

Boody led fellow Honda rider and 
rookie Expert Sammy Sweet home in 











the battle for fourth. 

The stage for the night’s battle for 
the top money in the series payoff 
came in the first semi when Boody, 
Shobert and Poovey found themselves 
scrambling for the three transfers to 
the final. Shobert-led from start to 
finish in a relatively easy ride. Boody 
held second for the first seven laps of 
the ten lap race with Poovey then 
taking over, and forcing Boody to fol- 
low him home to the checkered flag. 

Ingram, Sweet and Steve Hall won 
the final three semis with each rider 
leading from start to finish. 

Lance Jones got more than the rac- 
er’s edge in the first start of the final. 
It was red-flagged and Jones went to 
the penalty line for the restart. Sho- 
bert, Ingram, Poovey, Sweet, Fran 
Brown and Boody went at it in the 
first six places on the opening lap of 
the 14 lap final when the green flashed. 

The track was a narrow groove, as 
it had been all week, and positions 
remained the samé through lap nine 
as no rider dared get off the groove to 
try to improve his position: On lap 
ten, Brown ended his night with undis- 
closed problems. On the same lap, 
Boody moved around Sweet for fourth 
and the top five spots were locked in. 
The final laps saw no positions 
change. 

“I knew I hada good chance to win 
the title going into the final round,” 
said Shobert. “Everything worked 
just right for us.” 

“The second row start worked 
against me on the start,” said Boody. 
“The groove was narrow and there 
really wasn’t any place to attempt a 
pass without risking slipping off the 
groove and falling way back.” 

The event also featured the final of 
the 500cc All American Shoot-out. A 
field of 12 riders qualified for the 
final via the first three rounds of the 
Daytona Series. Pre-race favorite Steve 
Morehead, winner of two of the 
rounds, crashed on the third lap of 
the final and brought out the red flag. 

On the restart, Honda rider Tim 
Mertens, who had led three laps on 
the first start, found the groove again 
and there was no way to bump him 
off in his 15 lap run to the finish. 
Billy Herndon could only watch from 
second and wait for a mistake which 
never happened.

Friday 

“It was all about the same; the bike 
worked really good,” said Honda’s 
Terry Poovey after he made Daytona 
history by winning his third consecu- 
tive short track main event at Memo- 
rial Stadium. Poovey, who didn’t 
even contest the first three rounds of 
the Daytona Dirt Track Series, moved 
himself into contention for the over- 
all title with the win. 

Series point leader Ted Boody 
carded a fourth to total 73 points, 
while Texan Bubba Shobert ran 
second to boost himself to 67 points. 

Poovey, by virtue of his win, 
climbed up the ladder to third with 
60. Californian Keith Day was not in 
the running for the series title, but 
nonetheless turned on the gas to fin- 
ish third in the main event. 

The thin black groove was like 
concrete even before scratch heats 
were run to set the field into four 
semis. In the first ten-lap semi, Poo- 
vey and his pre-factory ride air-cooled 
Honda ran away to take an easy win 
over Suzuki-mounted Day and Cali- 
fornia Junior Doug Chandler on a 
Kawasaki. Of note was the fact that 
series title hopeful Rodney Farris fin- 
ished fourth and was out of the 
program. 

The second semi saw Jimmy Filice, 
who was changing from road race to 
dirt track machinery more often than 
TV watchers change channels, take it 
ina walk. Following the lead Yamaha 
was the Honda of Ted Boody and the 
Honda of Eric Rausch. 

The third semi was a wire-to-wire 
win for Harley-Davidson-mounted 
rookie Expert Matt Rozowicz. Steve 
Hall finished second, and Dan Ingram 
took third at the flag. Randy Goss 
had been knocking at Ingram’s door, 
but his all-out attempt on the last 
lap only resulted in him sliding into 
the turn four crash wall. Goss did 
walk away from the incident. 

The final semi established an order 
of Shobert, Tim Mertens and Charlie 
Roberts at the end of five laps. That’s 
the way they finished. 

The main event was also pretty 
much settled by the first lap. Poovey 
got out in front, stayed there and 
stretched his advantage. Shobert ran 
an uncontested second, and much of 
the drama was provided by watching 
Boody pressure Day and try to get 
him out of third. It didn’t work, and 
Day rounded out the top three with 
Mertens finishing fifth. 

“You're right, there is only one 
more event,” said Boody in response 
to a question, obviously wishing for 
a few more points before the final 
showdown.

Thursday 

Team Honda's Terry Poovey rode 
his “privateer” Honda to victory for 
the second night ina row on the short 
track in Memorial Stadium. Texan 
Poovey took over the lead on the 
fourth lap of the 14 lap main event 
and rode the narrow groove without 
wavering to take the win by a wide 
margin over runner-up Ted Boody 
and third place finisher Bubba 
Shobert. 

Putting a damper on post-race activ- 
ities was the news from Daytona 
Beach's Halifax Hospital that Okla- 








homan Ronnie Jones had suffered a 
compound fracture of his lower right 
leg in a third semi get-off. 

Following the elimination of 
“slow” riders in scratch heats, eight 
“regular” heats saw Scott Drake, 
Poovey, Jimmy Filice, Shobert, 
Boody, Lance Jones, Fran Brown and 
Eric Rausch post wins. 

Four semis were run with the top 
three finishers in each advancing to 
the main event. The first semi pro- 
duced no surprises as Poovey led 
Boody and Dan Ingram across the line. 
Drake, Steve Morehead and Rausch 
finished 1-2-3 in the second semi. 
The third semi was won by Filice 
with Lance Jones and Keith Day tak- 
ing second and third. Shobert led 
Tim Mertens, who was celebrating 
his birthday, and Billy Herndon home 
in the fourth and final semi. 

The start of the main event pro- 
duced the usual jam-up of riders as 
the 12 starters attempted to “thread 
the needle” going into turn one. 
Filice, Shobert and Lance Jones went 
down, but all three were soon on 
their feet and ready for the restart. 

That restart saw Filice pull the 
holeshot and he led Poovey, Boody, 
Shobert and the others around the 
black groove until the fourth lap 
when he got off the groove and out 
onto what veteran racer Steve More- 
head described as “moon dust.” Poo- 
vey, Boody and Shobert slipped past 
Filice and the finishing order of the 
top four was set as Filice recovered 
and rode the remaining laps in fourth, 
contending all the way with an 
exhaust pipe that was doing its best 
to fall off. 

The series point standings shuffled 
a bit behind leader Boody as Rodney 
Farris failed to make the point pay- 
ing main and slipped to second behind 
Shobert. The win moved Poovey into 
fourth in the standings with two 
races to go.

Wednesday 

“I came to race; I love to race,” said 
defending Daytona Dirt Track Series 
Champion Terry Poovey on his win 
in the fourth round of the series held 
in Daytona’s Memorial Stadium. 
Honda factory rider Poovey, making 
his first series appearance, was not 
riding his Team Honda equipment. 
He was aboard a bike owned by Al 
Lamb’s Dallas Honda, his former 
sponsor, and had the services of tun- 
ing wizard Woody Kyle. “Honda 
didn’t really want me to ride, but 
team manager Gene Romero squared 
things for me. I feel the more riding 
you do, the sharper you are.” 

Bubba Shobert, riding a Kawasaki, 
shadowed Poovey throughout the 14 
lap final with Jimmy Filice right on 
his rear tire the entire way. Filice was 
Yamaha mounted. Rounding out the 
top five were Honda rider Billy Hern- 
don and rookie expert Matt Rozowicz 
on a Honda. 

The series points battle, with a 
$5,000 top prize to the winner, tight- 
ened up. Series leader Ted Boody 
took an eighth while Rod Farris, 
second going into this event, placed 
sixth. The result was a one point lead 
for Boody, 46-45, with Shobert and 
Rozowicz tied at 38. Poovey, who said 
he wasn’t mounting a title defense 
although he wouldn’t mind winning 
again, stands ninth at 20.

McNeil finished in second. ‘This 
was better than last year’s since it was 
more like a regular trials,” said 
McNeil. 

The course consisted of a large var- 
iety of man-made obstacles, includ- 
ing a wrecked car, an eight-foot 
diameter plastic ball and various sizes 
of ramps and barrels. 

The section which gave most riders 
problems was a series of three sharply 
angled triangular structures, which 
were positioned just after a watery 
section. Many riders were unable to 





clean this section since traction on 
the slick ramps was minimal. 

A section consisting of racing slicks 
and barrels proved difficult also. 
Dwaine Walters and Curt Comer 
competed side by side in their first 
attempt at the course, and both suf- 
fered the same malady—simultaneous 
chain derailment. Walters was able to 
get underway quickly, losing only a 
few seconds, while Comer struggled a 
while longer. 

Nearly all of the riders liked the 
course and the format of this event. “I 
particularly like the challenge of two 
people competing side by side on an 
obstacle,” said third place finisher 
Dave Pyle. Spectators on hand seemed 
to agree with this, as enthusiasm ran 
high. .

Cycle Week’s first road race event at Daytona 
Speedway saw Tryg Westby take firsts in 
Grand Prix Class 4 and Modified Production 
Class 5 in Wednesday’s opening Amateur

One of the day’s closest races had 
three lead changes in eight laps as 
Dale Blitch, James Pennington and 
Paul Stokes all led at one time in the 
Modified Production Class 4 race for 
450 to 600cc riders. At the green it was 
Blitch followed by Pennington, ona 
GPz550 Kawasaki, in second with 
Stokes also riding a GPz550 in third. 
By lap two Stokes had gotten around 
Pennington for second with the top 
three separated by no more than five 
or six bike lengths. At the halfway 
mark, Pennington was falling behind 
the front two as they started to pull a 
large lead. On the next lap Stokes 
went under Blitch in turn four only 
to lose the lead back to Blitch as they 
hit turn five coming out of the infield. 
The final three laps saw Blitch begin 
to stretch his lead and hold on to the 
checkers with Pennington taking 
second and Stokes in third. 

Mike Pannullo was another dou- 
ble winner for the day, taking wins in 
Modified Production Class 4 and 
Production Class 4 for 600 to 750cc 
motorcycles. In the Modified Produc- 
tion Class 4race Wayne Fyen n jumped 
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into the lead on the first lap with 
Pannullo, on a Honda, right on his 
tail. Lap two had Pannulloand Even 
so close a blanket could be thrown 
over the two.

Harmon and Padowitz then began to 
battle for the number two spot and 
Padowitz moved around for good on 
lap six to take second behind Pen- 
nington with Harmon getting the 
number three spot. 

The race for Production Class 4 
began with Barry Thornhill wasting 
no time in getting the lead on his 
Honda.

A record 521 motocross riders competed in 
Daytona’s annual Amateur Supercross, run 
under warm sunny Florida skies. Kawasaki 
Team Green’s Billy Abel and Tommy Watts 


and Honda mounted Ronnie 
Jones earned top honors in the 
125cc, 250cc, and 500cc A classes, 
respectively. 

Veteran Daytona contender Barry Hig- 
gins showed 46 Senior class riders 
that the ‘“‘Maico Meister” hasa lot of 
wins left in him, as he scored an 
impressive class victory. “What really 
got him going was his qualifier,” 
said H&H Maico president and Bar- 
ry’s wife, Patti Higgins. “Barry was 
leading at the white flag and the guy 
with the yellow flag waved him to the 
pits. By the time I sent him back, he 
was l5th.” Higgins said after his win, 
“I think they should have a vintage 
MX race here, 1973 bikes and older. 
Wouldn’t you like to see Gary Bailey 
on his Greeves?” 

In the Pee Wee class, Pompano, 
Florida’s Pelletier passed Kenny Yoho 
and Chris Allen to take the crown. 
“Those gatorbacks were bigger than 
me,” Pelletier said. 

Kawasaki speedsters Jay Mann, Rob

Michigan's Ed Heiftje felt the pres- 
sure of North Carolina’s Jeff Bowling 
the entire 100cc moto but kept his 
head for the win. “I’ve been ice rac- 
ing,” said the winner.

Lancer Leathers/Jones/Vista Kaw- 
asaki’s Abel and National Amateur 
Champion Eddie Warren jammed 
into turn one together in the 125cc A 
final, then it was all Abel, whose 
Florida winter racing paid off.

Bobby Beidermann, who has also 
come close but hadn’t scored this 


winter, stalked Tracey Brooks pa- 
tiently for three laps, then took over 
the 125cc B win when Brooks faltered. 
“Baseball season has started, and I'm 
in good shape,” said Beidermann. “I 
knew I could wear him down.” : 

Alabama’s Wallace Fischer led every 
lap of the 125cc C class main, except 
the one that counted, when Florida’s 
Greg Wise brought his Honda across 
the line first. 

In an impressive 48 man 250cc A 
class, James Crews’ Maico led at the 
start with Kentucky’s Tommy Watts, 
Florida’s Gary Gardner, Virginia’s 
Rusty Reynolds and Indiana's Robert 
Wagner in the hunt.

Also qualifying for the main event 
was California’s Keith Larsen with 
13 points and New York’s George 
Lazor also with 13 points. 

With four of the nation’s top 
speedway ice racers lined up for the 
main event, one might expect what 
was to follow. The start of the race 
saw Reichardt and Larsen, while dic- 
ing for the lead, tangle in turn two, 
sending them sliding hard into the 
crash wall. Both riders were shaken 
but were able to make the restart. 
When the riders returned to the line 
for the restart, crowd favorite Keith 
“Snakeman” Larsen, jumped the gate 
and broke the tape, forcing referee 
Pete Tanner to exclude him, much to 
the dismay of the booing fans. The 
crowd was on their feet for the final 
restart to see Mayberry take an early 
lead. Reichardt went under Mayberry 
in the third turn of lap one to take the 
lead, and never gave it up. Mayberry 
held second place until the last turn 
of the last lap. Going wide, a charg- 
ing Lazor squeked by. With his vic- 
tory, Reichardt took over the National 
Championship point lead.

Pfetzing flattens foes at 
new Ventura track

VENTURA, CA, MAR. 12 

After a six-month drought of 
no racing, speedway roared back 
into the hearts and minds of 
the faithful at Ventura Raceway 
as Bob Pfetzing scored 13 points and 
won what was supposed to be the 
third and final round of speedway’s 
version of spring training — the 
Spring Classic. 

The race — rescheduled from March 
5 — was dropped from Spring Classic 
status due to the number of riders 
who could not attend the last round 
because of prior commitments. John 
Cook, with a second at Costa Mesa 
and a fourth at San Bernardino, was 
declared the series winner. 

The racing was the first ever on the 
newly built fifth-mile oval. The new 
track plus a new cement crashwall 
proved to be a combination that 
quickly separated the maniacs from 
the cruisers. It’s all in the box score 
—seven riders scored in double fig- 
ures while eight others scored four or 
less points. 

Because of rain, the track couldn’t 
even be worked on until a few days 
prior to the event. Barely completed 
by race time, it was bumpy in places, 
but the consensus opinion among 
the riders was that the new shape 
(wide corners) was good for passing 
and when the track is dialed in, Ven- 
tura is going to put the speed back in 
speedway. 

Pfetzing’s win was no fluke —great 
starts and staying on the throttle have 
won many a race. In his first ride, 
Pfetzing left Sam Ermolenko and 
Kelly Moran to eat dust while Mike 
Bast put in a few laps, retiring with 
apparent engine problems. 

In the next round, Pfetzing flew 
underneath Bobby Schwartz on the 
second lap and atoned for a shaky 
gate by winning easily. Later in the 
evening, good gates and some au- 
thoritative left turns gave Pfetzing 
two more wins. Shawn McConnell and 
Steve Lucero kept Pfetzing behind 
them in the 10th race giving him his 
only loss of the night. 

Ermolenko and Schwartz had a 
chance to win the trophy outright in 
the last race of the night. But Mike 
Faria had other ideas. He passed 
Schwartz on the outside going around 
turn two and didn’t look back. Ermo- 
lenko’s poor start and third-place fin- 
ish, coupled with Faria’s win, gave 
Pfetzing the trophy. 

Atrio of riders — Schwartz, Lucero 
and Ermolenko —ended up tied for 
second with a dozen points each. By 
the time a runoff could be organized, 
though, 25 minutes had elapsed since 
the final and 99% of the fans had left. 
Reliable sources say Schwartz got the 
easy runoff win over Lucero and 
Ermolenko. 

Faria ended the night with 11 points 
as did McConnell, who won once, 
and finished second four times — 
keeping the crowd alive by nearly 
taking the lead on every turn. Also 
memorable was Dave DeTemple who 
scored 10 points on four rides but was 
counted out on the two-minute clock 
in his other race. Alan Christian, 
who rode the wheels off his Godden, 
scored eight points for eighth overall.

Mayberry wins dice on 
Tuscon ice, leads series

Don Mayberry of Belleville, Ill. 
showed a ‘large, enthusiastic 
crowd that he has just as many 
moves as hockey star Wayne 
Gretzky as he captured the second 
annual Bob Hetrick Memorial Speed- 
way on Ice title at the Tuscon Com- 
munity Center Arena this afternoon. 

After Scott Ormiston slid to an 
impressive victory in event one, May- 
berry (Mayberry Systems Inc./Atlas 
Alarm Co, Jaw) faced his first chal- 
lenge of the day in event two. Defend- 
ing champion Keith Larsen got the 
gate and then proceeded to loop out 
in turn one, allowing Mayberry, who 
had gotten a relatively poor start, to 
take the lead and the win followed by 
George Lazor (Robinson's Cycle Sales 
Jaw). 

Sam Ermolenko, who was trying 
out the ice for the first time, easily 
outdistanced Mark Dragonette in 
event three. Event four matched Chris 
Reichardt and Canadian National 
Champion (on dirt) Gary Ford 
(Marushin/Maely/Bassani Eng. Wes). 
The two title contenders managed to 
take each other and New Yorker Jim 
Pierce into the wall in the first corner 
causing a restart. Reichardt suffered a 
gash on his thumb and a bruised 
back, but they proved no hindrance 
as the “Colorado Charger” easily 
took the win on the start by a quarter 
lap. 

Ford’s problems continued in event 
five as he sent Ormiston down caus- 
ing a restart. Everyone in the build- 
ing expected a war on the restart and 
they were not disappointed as the two 
riders hammered on each other for 
the first two laps. Ormiston finally 
managed to open up a two-bikelength 
lead on lap three which he held until 
the checkered as the crowd roared 
their approval of the wild action. 

Reichardt edged Mayberry in an- 
other crowd-pleaser in event six. 
Ermolenko was trying for his third 
win of the day in event nine and 
looked as though he was going to get 
it when Mayberry pulled off the pass 
of the day in the last corner. The 
move by Mayberry seemed to have a 
lasting effect on Ermolenko, as he 
failed to score another point. 

Reichardt stayed perfect with an 








easy win in event 11. Ford, tired of 
finishing second, made a gear change 
and easily won event 12. Lazor took 
his first win of the day in event 13 
after he bulled his way by Reichardt 
on the opening lap. Indiana’s Jim 
Hedrick physically moved Reichardt 
out of his way to finish second and 
capture the two points. 

Ford won event 14 by a huge mar- 
gin after Ermolenko fell. Dragonette 
got, the gate in event 16 with May- 
berry breezing by on the first go- 
around. The race was red flagged 
when Dragonette fell in the final 
corner allowing Timmy Joe Sheppard 
to claim second. 

Event 18 had all the spice and 
excitement of the Penhall versus Car- 
ter war in last year’s World Final. 
Because the starter erred and put out 
the white flag at the end of lap two, 
Lazor slowed after the third lap, 
allowing everyone to pass him and 
giving Dragonette the win. After a 
wild protest by Lazor and the crowd, it 
was decided to rerun the race. Dragon- 
ette was out first with Lazor pushing 
his way through in turn three. Drag- 
onette then came back in on lap two 
and forced Lazor near the wall. By the 
time Lazor recovered it was far too 
late to catch Dragonette and he fin- 
ished a distant second. 

Mayberry blew by Hedrick for the 
lead in event 19. Ford dropped from 
contention with fuel tap problems 
but got a reprieve when Hedrick gota 
corner marker jammed between his 
front tire and frame, forcing him out 
and giving Ford second. Hedrick’s 
misfortune cost him a runoff with 
Lazor for the final spot in the main. 
Reichardt won event 20 to close out 
the qualifiers. 

Reichardt drew the pole for the 
main with Mayberry in slot two, 
Lazor in three and Ford in four. Rei- 
chardt was first out of the gate, but it 
was Mayberry taking the lead in turn 
two and Lazor also getting by in turn 
three. Lazor took a few shots at May- 
berry on the inside until Ford took 
over second place on the third lap. 
Riding on the brink of disaster, Ford 
managed to cut down May- 
berry’s lead and pull even in the last 
corner, setting up a drag race to the 
checkered flag. Mayberry took the 
checkered by a half wheel over the 
Canadian as the crowd showed their 
approval and saluted the two riders 
with a rousing ovation. e

At the halfway point, Benavidez began 
his move, shooting by Turk and 
picking up ground on Hopwood. 

The gap between first and second 
disappeared as the two raced about 
handlebar to handlebar for nearly a 
lap. “Burrito” was not to be denied. 
He finally edged out Hopwood on 
the eighth lap and held him off until 
the end. 

Benavidez started the second moto 
seventh of eight riders. Hopwood 
holeshot, but couldn’t pull away from 
Turk or Scott Sargent (Suz). Nolin, 
on his spare bike, was Benavidez’ first 
victim as “Burrito’s” torrid pace rifled 
him toward the leader. 

By lap four he had taken over third. 
He zipped by Turk, caught Hop- 
wood on the fifth lap, and everyone 
knew it was over.

Gerig 
took the holeshot, but lost the lead 
early in the second lap to Benavidez. 
Gerig fought hard and finished within 
seconds of Benavidez. Willoughby 
rounded out the top three. 

The’ 125cc Pro’s had their share of 
thrills. In the first moto, Gary Bow- 
man (Suz) began whittling away at 
Michael Preston’s (Kaw) early lead, 
and after a few laps of elbow-to- 
elbow scrapping, took over the lead 
for good in the seventh lap. 

In the second heat, Preston hole- 
shot turn one, but once again, Bow- 
man began to close. In the last lap, 
Bowman bumped Preston. In the 
tradition of a Hannah-Howerton 
rivalry, Preston then bumped Bow- 
man’s bike, but Preston was the one 
who went down, giving Bowman the 
victory. Second went to Mike Fisher. 
Bowman and Preston vowed to settle 
their difference on the track, which 
should lead to some real excitement 
in the future.

In the GP class of the Battle of the Twins, Ducati riders Jimmy 
Adamo and Malcolm Tunstall finished 1-2 after Daytona winner Jay 
Springsteen.crashed his Harley-Davidson on the final lap while hold- 


ing a 30-second lead.

According toa Harley-Davidson 
press release, the offer (made on behalf 
of the four Japanese motorcycle 
manufacturers) was to buy Harley- 
Davidson motorcycles and to provide 
technical assistance. Vaughn Beals, 
chief executive officer of H-D, is 
quoted as saying, “We are bewildered 
by their offer to purchase Harley- 
Davidson motorcycles, since Harley 
has no inventory problem.

HOUSTON, TX, MAR. 19-20 


Track conditions played a major role as two 
previous winners racked up victories in the 
Wrangler Super Series Miller High Life 
Supercross in the Houston Astrodome. The 


hard, black, one-line track 
seemed to nueter the awesome 
horsepower of the factory Hon- 
das somewhat. Not an entire- 
ly unfortunate result as it made most 
of the works bikes about equal. 
Nevertheless, Bob Hannah utilized 
his Honda weapon to its best advan- 
tage and turned the best possible start 
into the best possible finish in the 
opening night’s final. Yamaha’s Broc 
Glover and Honda’s David Bailey 


gave chase, but could only reverse 
their positions as Hannah stretched 
out a substantial lead. 

Suzuki’s Mark Barnett won a far 
more exciting final on Sunday as he 
and Glover battled early in the final. 
Hannah, Bailey and Kawasaki's Jeff 
Ward were chagrined to supply most 
of the entertainment. They ended up 
in a heap in the first turn of the final 
and spent the race playing catch-up. 

All three worked their way into the 
top 10 by race’s end, another spectac- 


ular achievement for Hannah as he 
ran the entire race in second gear! 

Houston’s track was a series of 
sharp turns and short straights that 
ended, seemingly, before they started. 
Only one of the straights allowed the 
Hondas to unlimber their high-rev- 
ving horsepower. 

While the track was loaded with 
double jumps that were fairly easily 
cleared in graceful arcs, the cream of 
the rider crop rose or settled at a sharp 
wall-like whoop in the sand area. All 
of the Yamahas, and particularly the 
works machines, were able to clear it 
well. Riders from the Honda camp 
were troubled the most. 

By the time the second day’s final 
rolled to the line, virtually all of the 
fast riders were lofting the front wheel 
and treating the obstacle as a giant 
whoop. Front-wheel and out-of-shape 
landings were the order of the day. 
Competitive lap times required great 
outputs of rider energy and flirting 





with disaster through the section. 


Saturday 


After Yamaha’s Ron Lechien dis- 
pensed of the alternate moto, dimin- 
utive Kawasaki speedster Jeff Ward 
stuffed through the first qualifier’s 
first turn ahead of Hannah, Kawa- 
saki’s Billy Liles, Yamaha Support 
rider Jim Holley and Trinity Motors 
Yamaha rider James Knupp. Ward's 
riding showed no signs of the two 
sprained wrists, one with a chipped 
bone, that were hindering him as he 
held off Hannah’s determined charge. 
Only two position shuffles occurred 
in the top six. 

Hannah put on a hard drive that 
Ward matched wheel for wheel for 
three turns and straights, but Han- 
nah went by cleanly for the win. 
Ward stayed close and ahead of team- 
mate Billy Liles by a good margin. 
Yamaha Support rider Denny Ben- 
tley displaced Knupp for-fifth, and 








the final transfers to the semi-finals 
were Yamaha rider Todd Peterson 
and Honda privateer Tommy Be- 
nolkin. 

~ Glover and Bailey led the next heat 
over Yamaha’s former Supercross 


champion Mike Bell, Honda Sup- . 


port rider Brian Myerscough, Yama- 
ha’s Rick Johnson and one of the rare 
black Pros in the country, Galveston 
Honda-sponsored David McClain. 

Bailey powered past Glover and 
into the lead up the face of the biggest 
jump, but came out of the whoops 
behind Glover and Bell. Bailey tried 
hard, but the top three remained the 
same. Johnson got by Myerscough, 
and that settled the top six. Doug 
Jackson (Yam) and Yamaha Motor 
Canada’s Doug Hoover were the final 
transfers out of this heat. 

Phil Larson’s support team pro- 
duction Honda led the third qualifier 
over Barnett. Steve Martin moved 
from his seventh place start to third. 
Donnie Cantaloupi moved his Yam- 
aha into fourth at the finish after fal- 
ling in the first turn with Team 
Tamm’s Mike Tripes. Both started 
last. Tripes worked up to only sev- 
enth. Barnett set Larson up and passed 
him in a turn, and the race was over. 

Honda team and support riders 
Johnny O’Mara, Goat Breker and 
Jeff Hicks led the final qualifier in 
the same position they started in, lead- 
ing every lap. Suzuki's Clint Hardick 
dropped behind Warren Reid's Ceet 
Yamaha/Off-roader running shoes 
Yamaha and Team Tamm’s Mike 
Shoemaker. Erik Kehoe (Hon) and 
Kris Bigelow’s Yamaha were the last 
to move directly on. 

Alan King’s factory Suzuki and 
Ross Pederson’s production Canadian 
Suzuki led every lap of the first quar- 
terfinal to make the semifinal. The 
second quarterfinal saw Honda Sup- 
port/Galveston Honda rider Dan 
Conway make a determined run at 
Suzuki star Scott Burnworth, but 
Lechien took the moto with Burn- 
worth second. 

Semis 

Mike Bell and Bailey had been 
using their long legs as extra suspen- 
sion to tackle the stadium whoops 
after the start like whoops, where 
others were treating them like jumps. 
Their way worked. They exited turn 
one ina virtual dead heat. Bell grabbed 
the lead and his teammate Glover 
went by Bailey a lap later. 

Behind their three-way battle came 
Holley, Liles, Ward, Myerscough and 
Hannah. Ward and Hannah went to 
war and Hannah eventually passed, 
but Ward won the war when Hannah 
bailed over the sand wall jump. Han- 
nah was fifth followed by Myer- 
cough, King and Johnson. 

Larson’s rocket-fast production 
bike grabbed the second semi-final 
start over O’Mara, Barnett, Reid, 
Lechien, Breker and Cantaloupi. 

O’Mara went to work on Larson, 
and, after running side by side, he got 
him on lap three. On the same lap, 
young Lechien showed no respect for 
Barnett’s reputation and passed him. 
Lechien settled into third, but Lar- 
son suddenly slowed, presumably 
with a seized engine. He pulled the 
choke on for a few turns, gassed it for 
a while, then slowed and pulled the 
choke again. Barnett and Breker were 
having an excellent, clean battle in 
third and fourth and gave each other 
the thumbs up sign after the flag. 

O’Mara won narrowly with Lech- 
ien, Barnett and Breker trailing. 


Last Chance Qualifier 

Larson again appeared to have a 
rocket under him, but, a few laps into 
the race, it was certain that it was a 
hand grenade instead. It looked like 
another seizure. Holley grabbed the 
lead and rode to a strong win with 
Liles closing at the end, but not close.

Final 

Glover huggged it tight around the 
inside line in the first turn and grab- 
bed the start over Hannah, Bailey, 
Bell, Lechien and Barnett. Hannah 
thrilled the crowd with a near loop- 
out over the big jump, but saved it 
and turned the fire up under Glover. 
Glover was riding a strong race in the 
tight stuff, but Hannah got beside 
him in the sand and stuffed inside. 
He wasn’t taking no for an answer, 
and Glover was forced wide. 

O’Mara was the rider doing the 
most moving, but a bobble in the first 
turn had left him last and with a lot 
of room to move. The riders from 
fifth on back moved upa notch when 
Lechien fell. Later he went over back- 
wards at speed over the big jump. He 
got up and was all right, but his bike 
wasn’t anywhere in sight. With Lech- 
ien out, O’Mara moved into the top 
10. 

By lap six, the first four riders, 
Hannah, Glover, Bailey and Bell, 
were spread, and the action was going 
on a little farther back as Johnson 
worked on Barnett and Ward battled 
with King. 

Ward made a pass stick and O’Mara 
came up behind to push him. Barnett 
succumbed to the pressure Johnson 
was supplying, and Johnson took 
fifth. Two laps later Barnett went off 
the track and dropped out of the top 
10. 

About halfway through the race 
Bailey got around Glover and charged 
after Hannah, but he started too late. 
Hannah was gone. “It’s not a techni- 
cal track, it’s a wide-open, southern 
California-style get-the-holeshot- 
and-win track,” was Hannah’s ap- 
praisal,‘‘I really wasn’t into it. To

Bell 
took fourth, but something happened 
to Johnson and he faded fast in the 
last few laps. 

O’Mara worked up to fifth with 
Ward sixth. “I was dead last. I got 
sandwiched at the start. This is a hard 
track to pass on,” was O’Mara’s com- 
ment. King, Reid, Breker and Hicks 
rounded out the top 10. 


Sunday 

Hannah commented during his 
victory interview for the first quali- 
fier that “the bike is working a little 
better tonight.” He grabbed the early 
lead over Bell and Lechien. Ward

moved from fifth to second and seemed 
able to match Hannah’s pace, but not 
improve upon it. Bell, Lechien, John- 
son, Kenny Keylon and Myerscough 
were the next finishers. 

Liles holeshot qualifier two, but 
Glover came around in the lead of lap 
one and stayed there to the finish. 
Bailey was second after a first-lap 
fifth, Liles third, then King, Carson, 
Tamm Racing’s Dean Cates and Ben- 
olkin. 

Qualifier three was for Suzuki. 
Burnworth led the first lap, and Bar- 
nett the third through the last. The 
top five stayed close, but Conway 
crashed after a jump and dropped 
from it. Burnworth was second, fol- 
lowed by Reid, Cantaloupi, Bentley, 
Shoemaker anf Maico’s Mickey Kes- 
sler — the only European bike ent- 
ered. 

Johnny O’ led a Honda parade of 
Breker and Martin in the fourth qual- 
ifier. Hardick was fourth and Mc- 
Clain fifth. Locey came up and swap- 
ped places with Hardick, but, other- 
wise, the top five stayed static. 

Bigelow holeshot the first quarter- 
final ahead of Jeff Surwall. Holley 
and Larson were on the move, but 
Larson tangled with another rider in 
a turn and was out for the night. Hol- 
ley continued his drive — all the way 
to the front and the win. Bigelow was 
second. 

Conway ran away with the second 
quarterfinal. Clay Hoenshell moved 
past Alvin Meyer for the final transfer 
spot. = 

Sunday’s semis seemed oddly stack- 
ed, with a heavy emphasis on works 
riders in the first. Glover added an- 
other to his holeshot record while 


Bailey, Ward, Hannah and Bell filed 
in behind. Hannah went by Ward, 
but went into the banners over the 
stadium whoops and came out a ways 
back in fourth, trailing about 30 feet 
of banners. The top three stayed 
close, and they were gone by the time 
he got through messing with the 
banners. Glover and Bailey fought 
over the lead, but Glover took it. 
Ward was third and Hannah fourth. 
Bell got out of shape over the sand pit 
wall and went off the track and out of 
the top 10. Johnson took fifth and 
Lechien sixth. 

O’Mara and Breker led the second 
semi with Barnett, Cantaloupi and 
Conway in tow. Barnett and Breker 
put on the best show. of the weekend 
before Barnett set another multi-turn- 
and-jump pass maneuver that left 
Breker a cleanly-passed third. That 
was the only pass, the rest of the posi- 
tion changes were the result of mis- 
takes. Breker finished third, Canta- 
loupi fell and Conway was fourth 
and Reid was fifth. 

The Brian Myerscough Last Chance 
Qualifier was the next race. Myers- 
cough has made this race his per- 
sonal domain this year, but he has 
made nearly every final of the year: 
Keylon took the holeshot ahead of 
Liles and Myerscough. Myerscough 
flew high and inside over a set of 
doubles and went inside of Keylon 
and Liles. He gassed it, but Keylon 
didn’t shut off. Myerscough executed 
what looked like an impossibly tight 
turn and avoided an accident. Keylon 
bobbled and Liles packed in behind 
him. Even though it was merely a 
fraction of a second, Myerscough 
shot inside for the lead on the first lap 


and all the rest. Bell moved from 
sixth to take the last transfer slot to 
the main. 


Final 

Glover had been close all weekend, 
and when he railed around the inside 
with Hannah, Bailey and Ward ina 
heap on the outside, things looked 
good for Yamaha. Bailey was on the 
bottom of the pile and said later, “In 
the first turn Johnny turned really 
tight on a little berm, so tight that 
Ward couldn't stay inside of him. 
Ward hit him and Johnny came into 
me, and I had just grabbed a handful. 
All of the sudden he was right in 
front of me. The first turn is so tight 
and there are so many guys that you 
can’t blame anyone. I went face-first 
into that jump and everybody piled 
on top of me. It felt like my leg was in 
a vice.” 

Barnett went to work on Glover. 
Glover stuck to the inside lines, but 
Barnett worked the grooves. He got 
beside Glover in the sand and set up 
for the turn and forced Glover wide. 
Glover set out to go back by on the 
second lap. “Mark got sideways, and 
I had had him squared up, I think. 
When I saw him get out of shape I 
came across and he got real side- 
ways.” Barnett stayed up and Glover 
was off the inside of the hill. 

O’Mara moved into second and 
Glover got back on the track in fifth 
behind Breker and Johnson. Lechien 
and Conway were behind them. 

Bailey had straightened his bike as 
much as he could and gotten under- 
way behind Hannah and Ward. Han- 
nah jumped off of his bike and bull- 
dogged it to a stop in the mechanic's 
area. Brian Lunniss grabbed the stub 
of Hannah’s broken gearshift and 
shifted the bike into second for the 
remainder of the race. 

Ward led the three of them ona 
charge through the pack. Glover went 
around Johnson and they both went 
by Breker. Breker seemed to fade 
quickly, but no explaination was 
available. Conway went down and 
Cantaloupi and Bell tumbled in a 
turn together. 

O’Mara continued to charge, but 
got no closer to Barnett. He said later 
that his bike was dying momentarily, 
but cleaned out towards the end of 
the race. Glover was back to third, 
Johnson fourth and Lechien fifth. 
King was next, ahead of Reid. They 
swapped places for the checkered 
flag. 

Ward moved to eighth, but a rock 
jammed his shift lever. He upshifted, 
hoping to release it and his transmis- 
sion, but it stuck his bike in fourth 
gear. Bailey and Hannah both went 
by. That settled the top 10. 

“T m happy. I rode a good consist- 
ent pace so if I needed to charge in the 
second half I’d have plenty. I picked 
it up a little about the halfway mark; 
it seemed to work,” was Barnett's 
comment. “I gained what I lost last 
night, mainly.” °

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Arai Superlite SL80 helmet 


Over the last few years there 
seems to have been a few new 
helmet lines that hit the market, 
sponsor a few riders. Some even 
stay for a while. Arai is one of those 
“new” companies. The SL80 that we 
evaluated is quite similar to the unit 
that Fast Freddie Spencer uses while 
tooling on his Honda in the GP wars. 

In actual fact, Arai is not a new 
company, and the SL80 is better than 
the helmet Freddie wears. 

The Superlite SL80 lives up to its 
name. The first time that anyone 
hefts it, the weight difference between 
itand an all fiberglass helmet is quite 
obvious. Kevlar, strands of polymer 
and fiberglass are all combined in the 
shell construction. Kevlar is strong, 
light, exotic, very expensive and very 
trick. Flawless silver and black paint 
with red pinstriping adorns the SL80. 
A glossy black trim finishes the shell. 
The trim appears to be glossy plastic, 
but is quite soft. Plastic covers on 
each side of the shell blend in well 
and form a hinge and rachet mecha- 
nism, quite well we might add. The 
shield opens and closes tight with 
one hand and no snaps or buttons. 
Wind noise is less of a problem on the 
Arai than any helmet in our expe- 
rience. 

Inside, the shell is finished in plush 
material, satin and leather. Leather 
for the top where the helmet contacts 
the rider’s head. A strap with D-rings 
fastens the helmet, but the D-rings 
are flattened to close in a smaller 
bundle that is less obtrusive. 

The paintwork matches the most 
expensive custom work and is tough 
and durable besides. 

Every part looks and feels expen- 
sive. That’s because it is. Retail is 
suggested to be $325. Is it worth it? 
On the plus side, this helmet meets 
all applicable standards, plus Snell 
80 — the latest and toughest stan- 
dard. It’s the lightest Snell 80 helmet 
on the market and it weighs a half 
pound less than an identical fiber- 
glass helmet. Comfort is very good, 
but the Arais come with a lot of soft 
padding on the inside. It did make 
the helmet fit a wide range of sizes, 
but even a correctly sized helmet 
pushed on our testers’ cheeks. That 
was disconcerting on long rides. The 
helmet was one of the quietest we've 
tried, and the lightness was definitely 
an asset in the comfort department, 
and, Arai believes, in safety also. We 
would have to say that it is an excel- 
lent helmet, but even for a head we 
value as much as our own, that isa lot 
of money. On that point, the decision 
rests with the prospective buyer. Arai 
sells nearly identical helmets, with 
the excellent shield closure in a fiber- 
glass/polymer combination and an 
all fiberglass shell. The combination 
helmet is one-quarter of a pound 
heavier. The combo shell is the GP 
series, the same as Freddie Spencer 
wears. They retail for a suggested 
$235. The all. “glass” models are 
designated Astro and retail for $160- 
175 depending on the paint scheme. 
To buy one, see your dealer. For 
information and stickers send $1 to: 
Arai Helmets, Ltd., Dept. CN1, P.O. 
Box 421, Tenaflite, NJ 07670. Helmets 
are guaranteed and warranteed for 
one year.

Vance blasts Gainesville

GAINESVILLE, FL, MAR. 12-13 


Terry Vance stunned the Pro Stock drag rac- 
ing fraternity at Gainesville Raceway dur- 
ing the opening round of the NMRA Series 
when the first run on the Byron Hines-built 


all-new Honda CB1100F-based 
1,250cc mount was a full .13 
seconds and 2.16 mph faster, at 
8.403 seconds and 156.79 mph,

Running on what has been termed 
by some racers as a soft weight-break, 
three-time NMRA Pro Stock champ 
Vance was able to lower the elapsed 
time mark while matching his quali-

NMRA record. The new Vance & 
Hines Racing entry was eagerly 
awaited by the many motorcycle fans 
who gathered at the NHRA Gator- 
nationals as speculation has been 


running high as to just what brand 


they would be campaigning this year. 
What they saw certainly gave them 
their money’s worth. The twosome 
were as surprised as the rest of the 
crowd, though, as they had not had 
the time needed to test the bike under 
power. Because Hines had been so 
busy working on the Honda Super- 
bike effort of Roberto Pietri and the 
serious rainfalls in southern Califor- 
nia, the bike came east with a lot of 
unanswered questions. 


|: /Most-of the other racers had-also 











not had much time in the way of test- 
ing as late season cold spells kept 
tracks closed and limited the testing 
toa few days before the Gatornationals 
began. Despite this, the eventual eight 
bike field was the quickest ever in 
NMRA/NHRA Pro Stock competi- 
tion. The bump spot in the field was 
an 8.757 which was held down by 
Dave Schultz. Some riders, including 
Mark Walker (8.82) and Charlie Gress- 
man (8.92), were sent packing with- 
out getting a chance to race. 

Conditions. at the super sticky 
Gainesville Raceway strip were opti- 
mum as the NHRA crew and many 
Top Fuel and Funny Car runs had 
turned the track into one of the best 
surfaces anybody has seen. Though 
there was a fairly stiff wind, NHRA/ 
NMRA officials deemed it not to 
have exceeded the limits allowed 
under NMRA rules. 

George Babor, riding a Kawasaki 
out of Murdoch Racing Enterprises, 
had the misfortune of qualifying fifth 
and having to run Vance in the first 
round of eliminations. George was 
able to leave slightly ahead of Vance, 
but was no match for the new silver, 
black and maroon Honda as Terry 
clocked his record 8.403/156.79 to 
Babor’s losing 8.829/149.75. 

The second pairing saw the Kawa- 
saki of Randy Mason square off 
against the Superbike Mike Keyte 
Kawasaki. Keyte left the line a tick 
ahead of Mason, only to have the 
motor bog badly, allowing Mason to 
slide by for the win. Mason ran a 
8.579 (his quickest of the event) at 
153.06 to Keyte’s 8.813/153.58. 

Suzuki headed the next pairing as 
Bob Carpenter, aboard the Carpenter 
Racing Engines machine, took on 
the Chip Solley machine backed by 
Power Enterprises. As the green came 
on, Carpenter bogged the bike slightly 
as Solley’s new Suzuki launched like 
no machine that Chip had ever owned 
before. The picture perfect run was 
abruptly halted when the masterlink 
deserted the remainder of the chain, 
leaving Solley powerless and advanc- 
ing Carpenter to the semi. 

The last pairing saw Joe Folgore, 
on his privateer Suzuki, up against 
the Kawasaki two-stroke of Dave 
Schultz. Folgore became the second 
upset victim of the round when he 
left the line much too quickly caus- 
ing the red light to glow brightly in 
his lane. Schultz ran a 8.658/149.50 
for the win. 

In the semi finals, Mason took a 
slight holeshot lead over Vance, but 
Terry walked on by the Kawasaki for 
the win with an 8.455 154.63 to 
Mason's losing 8.664/153.32. On the 
other side of the ladder, Carpenter 
was busy earning a spot in the finals 
by defeating the Schultz entry with 
an 8.775/148.26 shot to Schultz's 
slowing 9.19/146.57. 

The final was set at the oldest 
rivalry in Pro Stock history, Vance 
against Carpenter. Carpenter knew 
going in he would have to cut a great 
light and also runthe best he had all 
weekend to defeat Vance. who was 
primed and ready to go. | 

When the green hit, Vance was left 
behind by Carpenter who registereda 
reaction time of .455:seconds to Van: 
ce’s .571. Carpenter was out to makea 
race of it. Bob's Suzuki spun slightly 
and the tick off the clock that it cost 
him allowed Vance to make up the 
starting line disadvantage. Once 
again, it was an even race. This time, 
though, it was all Vance. At the fins 
ish line the bulbs lit up in the right 
lane and Vance had earned the Gator? 
natioals Pro Stock title. Terry ran an 
8.469/154.37 to Carpenter's 8.840 
149.50. Weight-break controversy or 
no weight-break controversy, you had 
to admit the showing by the Vance & 
Hines Racing crew was an awesome 
display of dominance by oneteam.. ®@
